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T my firt Undertaking to 
A precr the Projects and Defigns 
of a Party of Men here in 
England, to Invade and Encroach upon 
the Liberties and Eftablifhments of 
the Church of Scotland, Iwas not fo 
Ignorant, as not to expect the outinoft 
Fury and Rage of that Party, and of 
all their Adhercnts——And therefore 
it is noSurprize at all to me to hear of 
this Paperbeing called-a NUSANCE, 
& reprefented as fuch by the Enemies 
ofthe Union, in which T think there 
is more of their Ten:per fhown, than 
of Power to hurt me—— I thall fay 
little to the Circumftances of the 
Times—only this, that High-Flying 
Sheriffs niake High-Fiying Juries, and 
no wonder tke Author of this is the 
firtt Experiment they make. i 
But the Triumph of the Party will 
mect with two Defeats in theix At- 


tempt upon the Authorof this Paper— 
First, That inftead of Terrifying me 
from going on with a juft detecting 
the projected Confederacy, againft 
the Church, and againft the People cf 
Scotland, it will oblige me in my own 
Defence, to lay open the conftant 
Confederacy of the High Church-men 
in England with the Facebites in Scot- 
land, for the difturbing the publick 

Peace, and invading the Union—— 

And this by meer Neceffity, to Vin- 

dicate my Condudt, and fhew the 

World both why Zhave Sfoken, what 

they take Offence at, and why they are 

Offended. 

If any Man ask, why are ye Offended, 
Gentlemen of the High Church? If ye 
would anfwer Uprightly, you would fay 
plainly, Becaufe I break in upon your 
private Meafures, lay open your es 
Hiftory—and let the World si 

what 
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what you mean, ag well a8 what you 
do—you would own your Anger is, 
that youare detected in your political 
Attempt upon the Union of Britain, 
you would own your Anger is not, 
that tte Common Prayer Book is 
rejected in Scétland, and the Toleration 
proved Impraéticable——- But that 
your raifing Tumults in Scotland, and 
provoking the People there to irregular 
Violences is Defeated, and in fhort, 
that you carnot ior your Lives pet the 
Union broken. 

For thefe things this Author bears 
your Refentinent, nut that he is fingly 
able to do all thefe feat things, but 
becaufe he is in his Degree Infiru- 
mental to open tbe Eyes, and excite 
the Zeal of thofe that are——that he 
makes the Illegality and Inconfiftency 
of thefe Practices with the Union clear 
to. the. common Capacities——and 
that-the thing in general begins to 
grow odious to the common People. 

Thefe are fome of the Reafons of 
this Storm—— And indeed by them 
that know-how tard thefe things gri 
and pinch thé Party, and how muc 
jt endangers the Maan of al!

in Private—and, whieh GOD be Praifed,

Tt cannot but be with fome Sur- 
ptize, that I (ee,being & Scotland atthe 
writing this Paper, that no fooner was 
the Union made, and the two Ni-

of the Faith and Honeur of England. 
engagedin the Union——BUT, which 
might well Bxexfe any indecent Warmth 
in my Expreffion, the Party in England 
at the fanie time are not afhamedto 
infinuate both by Reports, and by 
Letters from Men of Reverend Cha- 
raéters called intheCharge MEN OF 
WORTH, that Her Majefty wae 
Encouraging, «nd would protect 
them in the {aid Innovations and In- 
vafions.
